Since the unsuccessful ‘‘general strike” and the abortive revolution in Bel¬ 
gium, there has been a great deal said, especially in Socialist circles, in regard to 
that country. The leaders. YundervHdc and Ansecle, have lx*en regarded as 
chiefly at fault, and the blame has been thrown on the alliance with the Liber¬ 
als, which paralyzed the “revolutionary energy,” as goes the cant expression of 
the Socialist jargon. 

A caretul examination of the facts gives the lie to the*e revolutionary 
phrases. To make a revolution, in the sense of the phrase, one must have fire¬ 
arms. In 1789, 1830 and 1848 the revolutionist* had at their disposal a sufficient 
quantity of weupons and ammunition to ri-k a fight. At the rise of the Com¬ 
mune, the workingmen of Paris had possession of 500,000 modern weapons and a 
large number of cannon. 

Was such the cose this year in Belgium? Emphatically not. 

Belgium is a country with a rapidly growing population, with large indus¬ 
tries. Until the year 1880 the two-party system ruled. Liberals and Conserva¬ 
tives contended for the supremacy. Only since* 1880 has a Socialist party been 
in existence, which at first occupied itself chiefly with association*. Politically 
a free movement is permitted. There is no large landed proprietorship, but the 
Catholic clergy are a political power; in little Belgium there arc about 40.000 
priests. The union of the Liberals and Socialists embraces 05 representatives; 
there are still ten lacking for a majority. 

In Belgium the mistake has been made of carrying on compromise politics 
ami at tlu* very same time giving thc rein to revolutionary phrases, and people 
ought to know that, this will not work. Thc recent struggles have proved that 
a revolution without a systematic arming of the people, although with the human 
material ready at hand, is absolutely impossible. 

Thc revolutionary phrase has absolutely suffered bankruptcy in Belgium. 
Nothing remains for the Belgian Socialists at present hut to make further com¬ 
promises wit tat he Liberal*. By this means at lea?* the introduction of universal 
education may^c pushed through. 

But for the general Socialist movement the Belgian struggle has given proof 
that the phrase “Social revolution” is a fearful humbug so long us the people are 
almost or entirely unarmed. VanderveleaUd Anseele, after all the mistakes that 
have been made, have rendered a great service to their country by restraining thc 
workingmen from extreme measures and thus preventing a repetition of the hor¬ 
rors of the “battle of .June,” and the massacre* of Pere i.a Chaise, with this dif¬ 
ference, moreover, that thc Parisians of 1798 and 1871 were very well armed, while 
the Belgians had nothing hut cheap revolvers, sticks and paving stone*, and .the 
instruments of murder used by the soldiers arc now infliiitclv more perfect than 
in those days.

This make* 
lnt»or scarce and thc plute papers think 
thi* is bad for the labor market. If 
it wa* our guess, we should say it 
wns a good thing for the labor market, 
as it ha* a tendency to rnisc wages, 
but then the newspapers look at it 
through capitalistic spectacles, being 
owned by capitalists. 

Jane Addnms of Hull House, Chicago, 
has written n lsnik, entitled “Democracy 
and Social Ethics,” of which the Chicago 
American snvs: “It is the most illumi¬ 
nating single book on American life ever 
put forth.” From the few published ex¬ 
cerpts of the book we select the foliow- 
iug: 

All about u* art* men and women who 
hnve become unhappy in regard to their 
attitude toward the social order itself; 
toward the dreary round of uninterest¬ 
ing work, the pleasure* narrowed down 
to those of appetite, the declining con¬ 
sciousness of brain power, and the lack 
of mental food which characterize the 
lot of the large proportion of their fel¬ 
low citizens. These men and women 
hnve caught a moral challenge raised by 
the exigencies of contemporaneous life; 
some are bewildered, other* who ure de¬ 
nied the relief which sturdy action 
brings are even seeking an escape, but 
all are increasingly anxious concerning 
their actual relations to the basic or¬ 
ganization of society. 

Gen. Miles, it appears^ hns not l>cen 
called to Washington to be disciplined. 
But the fact that it was tlirough him 
that it wns discovered that facts from thc 
Philippines were being suppressed doe* 
not help his standing in Washington. Of 
this incident the Saturday Evening Post 
says: 

“This was the first-intimation thc Con¬ 
gress and the country had had that Mr. 
Root had l»een suppressing official re¬ 
ports. Instantly there was a demand 
that the suppressed ‘letter’ and ‘other 
communications’ be forthwith published. 
And it was impossible to disregard thi* 
demand. From the dusty pigeonholes of 
Mr. Root’s department out into thc full 
light of day, came all the documents 
he had been hoarding with an instinct 
born of -his training as a corporation 
lawyer. If he had made each report 
public at the time of it* receipt there 
would still have been a stir. But. given 
out thus, in a mass, reluctantly and un¬ 
der compulsion, the suppressed report* 
caused a convulsion. The storm is still 
raging, with no sign of abatement over 
‘water-cures/ little girls shot down for 
failing to answer a sentry's challenge, 
children put to the sword, fire and 
rapine.” 

McKinley did not regard Miles favor¬ 
ably and allowed Secretary of War Alger 
to ’push hi* pet, the unspeakably gross 
Shatter, to the front. But the working! 
people need give Miles no more sympathy 
than any of the others, for it was Miles 
who a year or so ago advised fortifying 
all the government buildings with can¬ 
non and rapid fire guns to train on the 
streets in cases of uprisings of the peo¬ 
ple. 


Owing to thc fact that his parochial 
duties require his presence in Bellevue 
until each Sunday night.

He 
begged the convention to work for a 
labor vote and expressed hope that the 
capitalistic political enemies of the min¬ 
or* in his state would thus meet their 
deserved diHiuissnl from office. “We 
want to make a Socialist state of ldu- 
ho.” he said. 

“Suppose we are on a sinking ship, 
and some of us have a well -deli ned plan 
of escape. But suppose among those 
who understand the plan are a few who, 
instead of acquainting the balance of 
the passengers with the merits of the 
plan, persist in using their time in dis¬ 
ciplining the others as to the method of 
presenting thc plan. Now if I find that 
their constant criticism, frequently ac¬ 
companied with hints as to the motives 
of those who arc trying to tench thc 
plan, are to a certain extent hindering 
the spreuil of the plan nnd destroying 
the interest which many of them have 
in it, and I protest against too much 
of this criticism, is my protes* a para¬ 
dox? And by it do 1 injure the ‘class 
struggle,’ 'surplus value/ or the ‘ma¬ 
terialistic conception of history’?” 

The heresy-hunters are after Comrade 
Rogers of the People’s Paper of Santa 
Barbara, who in his last issue printed 
this very good illustration of rational 
propaganda as opposed to sectarian dog¬ 
matism. 

Thc heresy hunters nrc still trying to 
maintain a reign of terror, with sorry 
results, however.

One would hnve expected 
them to go gunning also for Wilshire 
for his “Let the nation own thc trusts,” 
which is *imply stating Wayland's for¬ 
mer shibboleth in different words, hut 
that they have not is explained by the 
fact that he does not run a low-priced 
weekly paper and is therefore not a com¬ 
petitor worth injuring. 

We clip the following from a paper 
printed for farmers: 

“I send a sample of wheat that was 
left in my absence from home. Is there 
anything poisonous in it, and what kind 
of weed seed?’ Answer.—‘It is a very 
poor sample, much of the wheat is 
shrunken, and it is very foul, containing 
wild oats, wild buckwheat, cockle, pig¬ 
eon grass, mustard and other sorts; but 
we cannot tell if any of the seeds are of 
poisonous plants/ ” 

Talk of the human brotherhood that 
has been preached these many years— 
there is mighty little of it.

And 
the people are sick of it! That farmer 
who sent in the above query, most likely 
is himself sighing for an honest world. 
Long experience makes him Suspect 
some rascality when a sample of wheat 
is left at his door by a stranger, and 
even to think some neighbor is trying to 
hurt his crops. But rascality will exist 
as long as the chances are so slim for 
living decently by honest toil, and men 
are practically forced into evil deeds 
and tricky practices.

To our mind 
a “silent vote” hns been cast for at least 
a quarter of a century—the Republican 
trade unionists "silently” voted for their; 
party and lived on hope; the Democrats j 
did likewise, nnd occasionally they 
switched, but the politicians only 
laughed in their sleeves. However, we 
an* glad to learn thnt Mr. Gompers np- 
pn-cintes the fact that “no politics” in 
the trade union movement hns been laid 
on the shelf.—Cleveland Citizen. 

“All work nnd no play makes Jack a 
dull l>oy/’ says the proverb.

While the western labor conventions 
that declared for Socialism (much to the 
disapproval of the capitalist press!)

“Double murder and suicide was at¬ 
tempted last night by Mrs. Clara Vogel 
of 800 Fourteenth street. She gave 
her children. Myrtle and Garret, 
laudanum, and intended to drink a bot¬ 
tle of the poison herself when they were 
dead. Her plan was defeated by the chil¬ 
dren who said the stuff was hitter and 
they were afraid it was poison. They 
drank only enough to make them a little 
sick, and the mother would not kill her¬ 
self and leave them. 

“ ‘Oh, does anybody think it wn* easy 
for me to dress my children and myself 
for the grave!’ sobbed the woman this 
mormng as she held the little boy to her 
bron*t, her tear* streaming down over his 
night dress, a* she rocked him passion¬ 
ately to and fro. “I thought my heart 
would stop l**ating while 1 did it but 
there was nothing else for me to do. I 
can work. There is not a lazy bone in ray 
whole body but no one will keep me on 
aeeount of the children. I’d rather die 
than be separated from them, and 1 can¬ 
not die and leave them behind to be 
abused. 

“ ‘Nobody can ever know how my heart 
hns ached. My hu*bund died nearly two 
years ago and I have tried so hard to 
keep the children. 

“ ‘I hnve tried leaving them nnd taking 
work, hut then I work nil day und cry 
all night and it breaks me down so that 
1 can’t work.

I 
went to the different drag stores and 
bought laudanum, five inn tie* of it. I 
bought n bottle of blackberry brandy, too, 
because the children are fond of it and 
I thought the color being the same they 
would drink the laudanum/’ 

And the capitalistic Denver naper*tricd 
to persuade the lalior convention* not to 
endorse Socialism! They didn’t want 
their members to vole against the system 
that makes millionaire* on the one hand 
and on the other hand a plundered class 
finding its logical fruitage in such shock¬ 
ing cases as thnt given above. Here wns 
a woman fighting against in-unnountable 
odds to give her children the start in life 
they were entitled to. She wan haunted 
by adversity to the farthest possible ex¬ 
tremity—to that point where thc instinc¬ 
tive protecting sense of motherhood was 
ready to take th» lives of her own chil¬ 
dren, for heroic reason*—to save them 
from an unprotected infancy in n liend- 
ishly selfish nnd inhiiinan world. 

When human lives are in peril in a 
burning building, men instinctively rush 
to extinguish the flames, but so demoral¬ 
izing i* our present-day society, with ita 
necessary rule of "each one tor himself 
nnd the devil take the hindmost,” that 
the organized worker* of the rai ntry, 
through bad leadership, have refused up 
to now to u*e their political utrcngth to 
overthrow the cause of all the working 
class misery, thc capitalistic ownership 
of thc mean* of production. 

j’here is enough nnd to spare in thc 
world nnd for every such case of priva¬ 
tion ns that nurrated above, there ia sonic 
one fensting and wasting. Consciences are 
not all dead yet, by any means, and mil¬ 
lionaire* get no great comfort from the 
reflection that they are almost literally 
eating thc flesh of the poor—flint the 
wealth that flows to their coffers, fo 
minister to their sated pleasure, their 
whim*,' comfort* and lavish display, 
leaves thc workers, who arc the produc¬ 
ers, in distress, insecurity and despair. 
In reading such accounts a* that given 
above, one can almost understand the 
feeling of retributive justice of the starv¬ 
ing working woman who picked out thc 
gliMtcning stone steps of a feasting mil¬ 
lionaire, nnd gashing her throat with a 
knife, sent her life-blood forth to stain 
into the marble her ini|>cnchnicnt of hia 
class as existing on the misery of her 
class.

“By the grace of God to be crowned^in 
an enemy of science uud a despiseT or 
progress. He would above the world 
back into that clouded age when the 
bun n's word was law, when n besotted 
brute held in the hollow of his hand the 
life of man aud the virtue of woman. 

Whenever a son of old Adam is 
crowned King it is an insnlt to every hu¬ 
man being who thinks. Sovereignty is a 
legalized contempt that glaring money 

E uts upon modest worth. Royalty is the 
eef trust of degenerated blood. 

Do foreign nations send delegations 
and warships to grace the inaugurals of 
American Presidents? Has any one heard 
that in any puppyish principality there 
has ever l»«vu given an “inauguration 
dinner.’’ Is there a puny. thrune-disens«*d 
degenerate in Europe who does not re¬ 
gard himself of far more importance thun 
the President? 

How such absurdities bring back the 
memory of a man who wrote a declara¬ 
tion of independence and of which oue of 
the greatest of Englishmen, Buckle, re- 
luarked: “It ought t«» be emblazoned up¬ 
on the |M»rtals of every royal palace and 
hung up in the nursery of every King.” 

All. but the English, grappling to tlieir 
bosoms their unwritten constitution, say 
that the King is but a flgurehcnil. Then 
why should the world spend millions to 
crown the automaton? Is it alNa play? 
Then why not let Irving stage it? 

“Many quaint customs an* to Ik* re- 
Tlved,” say the reports. Yes. the fading 
images of many nu insult which ancient 
privilege put upon the helpless. 

It is strange that the great English 
people, roekers of the cradle of liberty, 
consent to give countenance to such 
moldy rubbish. In uucient days they 
wrested tile charter from John. Syco¬ 
phantic Americans would eive it back to 
him. They would say. “Most Divine 
John, here's the thing our ancestor* took 
from you. We thought it was all right, 
but we were poor then, but now that we 
have squeezed ourselves rich we recog¬ 
nize our error. 

“Take it, for we know that you reign 
by the grace of God. In the far lying 
shadow of your throue it makes no dif¬ 
ference how much treachery there uiay 
be bidden. A King’s treachery comes 
from the romninml. ‘Be we as wise as 
serpents.' It is God-given. We are tired 
of liberty.” 

The Lawreneeville, Ga., News-Herald 
recently said that “if the combinations 
of capital for robbery cannot be broken 
up and stopped by legislation, the time 
will come when the people will nut an end 
to it by revolution, and this brings out 


a “reform” paper called Justice, which 
is anchored back up the stream at the 
point Henry George had reached when 
he ceased to develop, and it remarks that 
the Lawrenceville paper is right in say¬ 
ing that the people can put an end to 
anything if they act conceitedly, but that 
it is wrong in believing that combina¬ 
tions of capital rob the people. “Capital 
is wealth used in production,” it says, 
"and the more effectively it is used, other 
things being equal, the cheaper wealth 
will become and tbe easier it will be to 
get it and consequently the more of it 
can be ucquired and enjoyed by the 
mas*ea of the people.”!! Justice is a 
Single Tux puper and this is a good 
specimen of the Single Tax argument. 
It holds that the only trouble is that 
some owners of capital have speciul privi¬ 
leges. This is tire old, battered argument 
of the Individualists aud the gcnerul ab¬ 
surdity of Justice’s position is seen by 
tbe portion quoted above. To hold that 
the “more effectively capital is used,” the 
easier it will be for the masses of the 
people to get and enjoy it, is too foolish 
for anything. New Kngluud capital is 
being used quite effectively iu the cotton 
piills down South, where mere infants 
are forced into the mills—uud where land 
is so cheap tliat u single tax on laud 
values -would not bother the owners a 
mite, and yet, thunks to the inevitable 
workings of the capitalistic wage sys¬ 
tem, the workers are living reduced to 
outright starvation. How is cupitui easy 
to get by the masses in that case? 

The policy of the leaders of the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor the past few 
yearp bus been downright stupid. In the 
face of snubs from capitalistic legisla¬ 
tures, to whom Lator bus asked in vain 
for favorable laws and in the face of 
u widespread and natural growth of So¬ 
cialistic ideas uiuong union men, Pres. 
Gompers has forced his will on the feder¬ 
ation, told the workers they must split 
their voting strength between the two 
parties or wings of the capitalists and 
on top of this bus seemed to succumb to 
the blandishments of ihut old reprobate 
of a labor skinner, Marcus Hanna. He 
stands a chance of finding hiuiself in the 
position of the hen that hatched out 
ducks’ eggs. His brood will surely desert 
him. Already the ranks of the’ federa¬ 
tion are houeycomhed with Socialist 
workmen—-honest, manly fellows, who 
are impatient to hurry on the day of 
wage emancipation by a conscious labor 
vote. The uction at Denver lust week 
is the first break. While it puts the 
new American Lubor union in the posi¬ 
tion of a rival to the A. F. of L., it is 
probably only toward the leaders that 
it will maintain uutagonism. We believe 
the rank aud file of the A. F. of L. will 
soon follow the example of the Western 
men aud declare for Socialism. Then will 
follow a consolidation of forces. 

They are having some “unity” iu San 
Francisco. The Seattle Socialist says 
the “Mills element” suspended Comrade 
Thomas Beresford for one year for some 
reason, said to be “too free use of bis 
tongue,” aud on appeal to the state com¬ 
mittee he was reinstated with the dV 
cision that the evidence was “childishly 
petty.” Organizer Wilkins resigned “be¬ 
cause he could not work under tbe state 
committee,” and Comrade George S. 
Holmes has been temporarily put iu his 
place. 

Gen. Maxiuto Gomez has published an 
open letter, in which he refuses to accept 
the annual pension of $41,000 prowded in 
a resolution l»eforc the Cuban House. He 
>uys it would lie unfair to accept money 
so long as the other Cuban soldiers have 
not been provided for. There are still 
t-omo consciences uncorriipted by the cap¬ 
italistic atmosphere, after all. 

A writer in the Undercurrent says that 
general public ownership or state*.s«Ki:il- 
Uin, is undesirable. But that isn’t the 
point, unless it in considered as a final¬ 
ity. If we consider it ns an inevitable 
transition period to actual »oyial democ¬ 
racy. it liccomes desirable us couipurcd 
to general private .ownership or trust 
ownership. 

As there is no Socialist party in the 
world, save the S. L. 1’., that does not 
have immediate demands, the few scat¬ 
tered “scientists” in our party who are 
against such demand-, appear to have 
wondered away from their true fold. 

Because they were afraid their guns 
would have to he trained on their fel¬ 
low men in the Pennsylvania coal fields, 
miller orders of tbe capitalist governor, 
the Xiuth I’a. regiment disbanded. Good 
boys!

THOUGHTS ON HEROES AND HERO WORSHIP. 

Each stage of culture and civilization has its own heroes, its own hero wor¬ 
ship uud aristocracy. This fact is in strict accord with the materialistic con¬ 
ception of history. Even the myths of the undents testify that hero worship is 
subject to evolution. The gods of the Babylonians were ferocious human flesh 
devourers, while the gods of Greece were drunkards nnd adulterers. The deities 
of modern civilized people arc quite respectable. The conception about deities is, 
however, simply u reflection of the idealization of the huiiiuu race at a given time 
and place. In this light the phenomenon of hero worship acquires a peculiar 
significance for the student of human destinies. The stratification of , society in 
distinct castes or classes, the so-called aristocracy and “common” people, is but an¬ 
other illustration of the interdependence existing between material conditions 
and human ideas about socinl distinctions. The aristocracy of Greece of the age 
of Pericles consisted of a class that devoted almost all their time to a harmonious 
development of body aud mind. The philosopher, the orutor, the poet, the states¬ 
man were its heroes. Rome was ruled by a military caste and its hero was a 
strenuous warrior und conqueror of nations. The Homan conception of aristocracy 
und hero worship prevailed with slight modification during the eurly part of the 
middle ages. When, however, the power of the independent feudal nobility was 
absorbed by the kings and the feudal system turned into a stable economic system, 
the ideas about social distinctions underwent a transformation. The appearance 
und growth of the bourgeois class introduced a commercial social ideal— 
the w’orship of material wealth. Gradually this idea permeated the entire mod¬ 
ern society from the king to the pauper. 

Our aristocracy to-day is a plutocracy. Neither the bravery of a soldier, 
nor a long series of ancestors, but the money-bag confers social distinction of 
the highest order. Tho-lnost successful money-maker is the hero of our eommer- 
rial age. In a parasitical stage of civilization the aristocracy must necessarily 
consist of pnrusites witli the most successful parasite considered ns a hero. 

With the passing of capitalism, however, and the udvauce of the socialistic 
stage of civilization, class distinctions will eventually disappear and economic 
democracy along with social equality reign supreme. And yet there will probably 
remain a tendency to single out into a class bv themselves those who prove to be 
the most useful members of society, to admire those who by their genius und love 
to the human race devote all their life to the service of society, making the world 
more habitable. Such un aristocracy and hero worship will elevate the people and 
stimulate them to noble deeds instead of degrading them uud exciting their worst 
instincts. J ^

“It has been confidently expected that 
the census report on the manufactures 
of Massachusetts would reveal a higher 
plane of wages thau obtained elsewhere, 
for the rensou that that state is oue of 
the largest manufacturing states, which 
ought to make competition for help ac¬ 
tive, which naturally lietiefitt* laborers; 
and it is the sent of tbe production of 
enormous quantities of the most highly 
protected articles, nnd protected for the 
“purpose” of securing to inbor high- 
even “princely”—wages. But the rcjnirt 
is disappointing. The average annual 
wage to each employe the last census 
year was $45S—$8.80 a \veek! The av¬ 
erage earnings of men alone were $527, 
a little above $10 a week. The wages 
of women nlone, 143,109 employed, aver¬ 
aged $310 for the year, about $0 a week! 
Average wages of both sexes in the tex¬ 
tile industries, including cottou nnd wool¬ 
en cloth making, hosiery, etc., among the 
most highly protected articles, were $301 
for the year, almost $7 a week! Such 
figures show that however general our 
present prosperity may be, nud however 
numerous its beneficiaries the wage earn¬ 
ers in tbe most highly protected indus¬ 
tries are not enjoying prosperity.-Farm, 
Stock nnd Home.

Wilshire’s Canadian Manifesto. 

The following is taken from Wilshine’s 
Cruadiaii manifesto: 

'lo the Electors of Went Elgin: I cm 
m favor of the co-operative system of 
industry us opposed to the competitive 
system. As the result of our competi¬ 
tive system the rewards of labor, in¬ 
stead of flowing to those that labor, flow 
to the idle possessors of wealth. What¬ 
ever nm.y have been the virtues of com¬ 
petition iu the past, when we were nil 
on a practically substantial equality of 
wealth, it has heroine in the present 
day of millionaires and paupers simply 
a means of robbing labor for the benefit 
of those who hold the Wealth of the 
country. 

Competition forces us to sell our goods 
at the price named by our competitor. 
If we are selling our labor |sjwer we 
must sell it. not at the price we know 
it is actually worth, but the price our 
j competitor offers las labor power for iu 
the open market. And who is our com¬ 
petitor? He is the unemployed man who 
must sell las labor at once or go hun¬ 
gry. 1 here ore always plenty of such 
men about, and competition from such 
keeps down the prices of labor, i. c., 
Wages, to the mere existence point. 

No matter how much labor may in¬ 
crease iu productivity the laborer can 
get no increased price for it Iscnuse 
competition will always force him to 
sell it at the same price ns before. 

Just as the laborer is foreisl to sell 

lus commodity—labor—at the lowest com¬ 
petitive price, so are the merchants, the 
manufacturers nnd the farmers also 
obliged to sell tlieir commodities at the 
lowest competitive price. The onlv man 
who can get a price above cost for his 
commodity is the man who can protect 
himself from competition by the shield 
of monopoly. The workman, by means 
of lus trades-union, prevents wages go¬ 
ing down to the very lo\Yest nbteh; nnd 
likewise the capitalist, by virtue of the 
ownership of hind or such nmchinerv ns 
cannot well be duplicated or by aid of n 
combination, can protect the prices of 
his goods from falling below cost. The 
trade-union is at best but a very in¬ 
different protection against starvation 
wages, and in slack times is no protec¬ 
tion at all against nonemployment. 

A monopoly for the farmers nud the 
jmmll capitalists is out of the question, 
ilierc arc too many of them to make 
nuy effective combination. It is easv 
enough for two or three railroads to 
combine, but for two or three million 
farmers to agree to stop growing crops 
and hold for a common price is mani¬ 
festly an impossibility. The farmer 
must sell his goods in competition with 
the world nnd face millions of compet¬ 
itors. if fie has any advantage in the 
ownership of exceptionally good land 
he is lucky if the railroad does not find

market and whatever advantage lie 
should have by virtue of the ownership 
of his land is usually lost, owing to the 
high prices he must pay to the various 
combinations controlling the railways, 
and to the manufacturers of agricultural 
implements, etc., and other goods he 
must buy. The Dominion of Canada 
should own the railways aud furnish 
transportation at cost. 

Lalior saving machinery operated by 
steam nnd electricity has enormously 
augmented the productivity of labor. 
Tbe workingman has nartieinated but 
little in this increased product. Nor 
have the smaller capitalists aud farmers 
participated to any degree. Nearly the 
w’hole of the increase has gone to the 
monopolists. 

The result of our competitive system 
is that the many nroduee nnd the few 
get. Those that f *get” ore those that 
own the great monopolies nnd the rail¬ 
ways. 

I would substitute public ownership 
for private ownership of these great 
monopolies, to the end that the many 
might participate in the advantages now 
enjoyed by the few. 

Let the people own the monopolies 
aud let the products of labor be distrib-j 
uteil upon the co-operative plan instead 
of the competitive plan. We have solved 
the problem of production; our only 
problem todny is that of distribution. 

Canada is tbe richest country under 
the sun. She could furnish a living to 
ten times her present population and 
still have plenty of room for ns many 
more again. However, notwithstanding 
Canada’s riches, very few of her people 
are secure against a a old age of poverty, 
nor indeed are they now sure of a de¬ 
cent living from month to month. 

I would end all such uncertainty. We 
here in Canada can have the comforts 
and luxuries of life in profusion with 
only three hours n day’s labor, if we 
simply reorganize our industrial system 
on a basis of Socialism or public co¬ 
operation. 

Socialism Inevitable. 

Hitherto every form of society has 
been based on the antagonism of op- 
j>ressiug and appressed classes. But in 
order to oppress a class certain condi¬ 
tions must be nssared to it under 
which it can, nt least, continue its slav¬ 
ish existence. The serf, in the period 
of serfdom, raised himself to member¬ 
ship in the commune, just ns the petty 
bourgeois, under the yoke of feudal 
absolutism, managed to develop into a 
bourgeois. The modern laborer, on the 
contrary, instend of rising with the 
progress of industry, sinks deoner and 
deeper below the conditions or exist¬ 
ence of his own class. He becomes a 
pauper, and pauperism develops more 
rapidly than population aud wealth. 
And here it becomes evident that the 
bourgeoisie is unfit any longer to be 
the ruling clnss in society nnd impose its 
conditions of existence upon society as 
an over-riding law. It is unfit to rale 
because it is incompetent to assure nn 
existence to its slave within his slavery, 
beenuse it cannot help letting him sink 
into such a state that it has to feed him 
instead of being fed by him. Society 
can uo longer live under this bourgeoisie; 
in other words, its existence is uo long¬ 
er compatible with society. 

The essential condition for the ex- 
istnee, and for the sway of the bour¬ 
geois class, is the formation nnd aug¬ 
mentation of capital; the condition for 
capitaj is wage-labor. Wage-labor rests 
exclusively on competition betweeu the 
laborers. The advance of industrv, 
whoso involuntary promoter is the 
bourgeoisie, replaces the isolation of 
the laborers, due to competition, bv their 
revolutionary combination, due to asso¬ 
ciation. The development of modern 
industry, therefore, cuts from under its 
feet the very foundation ou which the 
bourgeoisie produces and appropriates 
products Wliat the bourgeoisie there¬ 
fore produces, above all. are its own 
grave diggers. Its full nnd the victory 
Gi> e proletariat are equally inevitable. 
—The Communist Mnuifesto.

History shows that a remarkable fa- 
<ality follows the winning of strikes hr 
capitalistic agents. J 

A few years ago there was one of the 
most noted strikes in history by the engi¬ 
neers of a Missouri railroad, with head¬ 
quarters in St. Louis. A Mr. Hoxie 
fought the strike for the railroad and in 
the end won, but he did not loug sur¬ 
vive; the fates called him away. Presi¬ 
dent Gowen crushed labor ou the Head¬ 
ing railway and then went to Atlantic 
City and blew his brains out. 

Mr. Pullman won the strike against the 
railroad men, but the grass is growing 
over his grave. He has left only a uieni- 
c y that is odious and a fortune that is 
the curse of his sous, while organized la¬ 
iior is marching ou with new hope and 
new courage. 

Mr. Morgan partly won the steel 
strike, but organized labor will yet walk 
over his grave. 

But progress never moves continuously 
upward; sometimes a valley must be 
crossed. At present labor is facing n 
crisis. 

Trial l»v jury, free speech and the right 
of assembly are being strangled. Judges 
who eat brend that is earned, by the sweat 
of labor make themselves a convenience 
for parasitic corporations, and try to 
crush the spirit of the men that earn 
this bread. Labor must violate no law. 
commit no crimes, wrong no man, bat if 
it would preserve the rights God has 
given and the constitution has guaran¬ 
teed to every man, then it must pass 
through the jails of America, not only to 
preserve its own existence, but to save 
the very foundations of liberty. If it 
would not leave to its children a heritage 
of slavery, then labor must so minutely 
organize that even if half it» number 
are sent to jail the other half will con¬ 
tinue the struggle. 

Jails become temples of honor when 
lubor is wrongfully confined there; men 
wrongfully sent to jail become the 
world’s heroes. It is only wrongdoing 
that is a disgrace. An unjust sentence 
only disgraces the judge who imposes it. 
Jails have never destroyed a just cause, 
and never will so long as there are men 
left who are worthy of freedom. 

Jeffreys filled the jails and manned the 
gibbets of England only to make him¬ 
self infamous and the cause he persecut¬ 
ed immortal. 

During the railroad strike of 1804 
Judge Woods went to Chicago and struck 
down trial by jury and the right of free 
speech. He sent Debs to jail without 
a legal trial, and thus made himself the 
Jeffreys of the occasion. 

But Woods is dead and Debs lives. 
The memory of Woods is odious to all 
men who toil with their hands, while 
Delis is respected. The hirelings who 
persecuted Debs when they had no case 
against him are going down, but organ¬ 
ized labor is marching on. 

Our great industries are no longer con- 
crolled by the men who developed them, 
but have passed into the hands of the 
money changers. The money changers 
today own America, and they have ac¬ 
quired this power through the aid of gov¬ 
ernment. You remember that when 
Grover Cleveland was President he not 
onlv secured them what lows they want¬ 
ed.’ but gnve to a Morgan syndicate a 
secret contract to sell a small batch of 
bonds, and according to the reports at 
the time the syndicate made over $14,- 
000.000 on one little deal. This was 
only a sample deal, blit it helped the 
money changers to take industry by the 
throat.

•The importance of the subject is con¬ 
ceded by the fact of its being the theme 
of discussion in the several pulpits as 
well as in the business, professional and

DECUNE AS USUAL 

Denver, June 3.—Prospects for a de¬ 
bate between Denver ministers and the 
Socialist leaders, on the general princi¬ 
ples of Socialism, now seem vry remote.

The plan to form woman auxiliaries in 
all the states is also meeting with great 
favor, aud should this be done it is ex¬ 
pected that fully 200,000 women will be 
actively eulisted in the cause of union 
lalH»r and its political principles. The 
delegates also went on record as favor¬ 
ing woman’s suffrage. 

Mrs. Mila Tupper Maynard aud Mrs. 
Mary C. C. Bradford appeared as a com¬ 
mittee from the local suffragists’ society. 

The debate on “Socialism” iu the 

estern Federation of Miners* conven¬ 
tion lasted for over an hour yesterday. 

The delegates discussed at length the 
erection of luoniiuieuts to John P. Alt- 
gold aud Davis H. Waite, who’President 
Boyce and all the miners regard ns two 
of lntor's staunchest und greatest friends 
in this generation. 

OUT FOR SOCIAL DEHOCRACY. 

Tile Western Labor Union yesterday 
by a majority of four-fifths of its mem- 
liership declared for Socialism and for 
independent political action, and this 
morning the miners’ convention will do 
the same.

I N the Arabian Nights there is a story 
of a traveler who, being cast upon 
an uninhabited island, found a little 
old man with withered legs sitting ou 
the ground by the side of a stream. The 
old man asked the traveler to take him 
on his shoulder and to carry him over 
the stream. The traveled consented; but 
no sooner was the old man settled on the 
traveler’s shoulders than the former 
twined his legs round the latter’s neck 
and w’ould not get off again. Having 
<*ontrol of the traveler, the old man drove 
him about ns he liked, plucked fruit 
from the trees nnd ate it himself, not 
giving any to his bearer, and abused him 
in every way. 

This is just what happens with the 
people who give soldiers and money to 
the governments. With the money the 
governments buy guns and hire or train 
ujt by education subservient, brutalized 
military commanders. And these com¬ 
manders. by uieons of an artful system 
of stupefaction, perfected in the course 
of ages and culled discipline, make those 
who have been taken as soldiers into a 
disciplined army. When the governments 
have in their power this instrument of 
violence and murder, that possesses no 
will of its own, the whole people are in 
their hands, and they do not let them go 
again, and not only prey upon them, but 


also abuse them, instilling into the peo¬ 
ple, by means of a pseudo-religious and 
patriotic education, loyalty to and even 
adoration of themaelves—that is, of the 
very men who keep the whole people iu 
slaverj* and torment them. 

It is not for nothing that all the kings, 
emperors, and presidents esteem dis¬ 
cipline so highlv, are so afraid of any 
breach of discipline, and attach the high¬ 
est importance to review’s, maneuvers, 
parades, ceremonial marches and other 
such nonsense. They know that it all 
maintains discipline, and that not only 
their power, but their very existence de¬ 
pends on discipline. 

A disciplined army is not even required 
for n defensive war, ns hns often been 
shown 9 in history, nnd as wi.s again 
demonstrated the other day in South 
Africa. A disciplined army is only 
needed for conquest—that is, for robbery, 
or for fratricide or parricide, as was ex¬ 
pressed by that most stupid or insole:.I 
of crowned personages, William II. 
who made a speech to his recruits tell¬ 
ing them they had sworn obedience to 
him. and ought to be ready to kill their 
own brothers and fathers should he de¬ 
sire it. Disciplined armies are tho means 
by which they, without using their own 
hands, accomplish the greatest atroci¬ 
ties.

Gleanings from Socialistic Fields. 


Acrou the Herring; Pond. 

Berlin police hare been notified that 
if they vote for Socialism they will be 
discharged. 

Correspondence Rio Janeirio says the 
Socialist movement is making rapid 
progress in South American cities. The 
unions and strikes arc multiplying, but 
“the authorities are on me alert.” 

Uuiun Labor party of Queensland, 
Australia, elected twenty-four member* 
of the Legislature and polled 128,500 
votes. The old parties combined elected 
forty-two members and polled 30,000 
votes. 

A Belgium workman named Demarez, 
who was seriously wounded in the con¬ 
flict in Rue Haute, has died in a hos¬ 
pital. That makes twelve deaths result¬ 
ing from tne universal suffrage struggle 
in Belgium. 

We regret to have to record the death 
of Paschal Groussot, who was Minister 
for Foreign Affairs under the Paris 
Commune. After the fall of the Com¬ 
mune he wan arrested while attempting 
to c*cupe in female attire, and was near¬ 
ly lynched by the Versaillese. He was 
one of the first batch of prisoners tried 
by the military courts, and was sen¬ 
tenced to transportation to New Cale¬ 
donia. On March 10, 1874, Grousset, 
with Henri Rochefort, Jourde, and three 
others, succeeded in escaping on an Aus¬ 
tralian vessel which landed them in Syd¬ 
ney. In June, 1874, Paschal Grousset 
published the story of his escape and the 
horrors of convict life in the London 
Times. He afterwards settled down in 
London for ten years, acting as London 
correspondent of the Paris Temps, under 
the |M*n name of “Phillipe Daryl.” An 
article lie wrote on the Irish question 
obtained him an interview with Mr. 
Gladstone, who was much struck with 
his ability. On returning to Paris after | 
the amnesty, Grousset became a deputy, 
in 1803, as a Radical Socialist for one 
of the divisions of the Seine.—Justice, 
London. 

Michael Davitt is responsible for the 
adoption by the Irish members of Par¬ 
liament of the present policy of open 
manifestation of sympathy with the 
Boer “fighters for freedom.” This stand 
has greatly incensed the British people 
and estranged many hitherto prominent 
Liberal leaders, like Lord Rosebery and 
Mr. Asquith, from the Home Rule cause. 

• But thif is only a temporary irrita¬ 
tion, though very natural under the cir¬ 
cumstances. It is exceedingly unpleas¬ 
ant to the English rulers of Ireland, 
but very instructive to Great Britain’s 
jealous continental neighbors, who real¬ 
ize thereby for the first time in a gen¬ 
eration that three or four millions of 
England’s subjects are so intensely dis¬ 
affected with her rule as to elect to 
Parliament "rebels” like Captain Arthur 
Lynch, and to cheer openly when a Boer 
victory is announced in the House of 
•Commons. Since Mr. Davitt’s return 
from South Africa, where he went to 
gather material for his pro-Boer history 
of the South Africa war (just publish¬ 


ed by Funk & Wagnalls Company), he 
has. both directly and through the Boer 
representatives in Europe, kept in as 
close touch as possible under the cir¬ 
cumstance* with the Boers in the field.

Tbe Socialist party of America, In na¬ 
tional convention asaembled, reaffirms its 
adherence to the principles of Interna¬ 
tional Socialism, and declares its aim to 
ba the organization of the working class, 
and those in sympathy with it, into a 
political party, with the object of con¬ 
quering the powers of government and 
using them for the purpose of transform¬ 
ing the present system of private owner¬ 
ship of the moans of production and dis¬ 
tribution into collective ownership by the 
entire people. 

Formerly the tools of production were 
simple and owned by the Individual 
worker. Today the machine, which is 
but an improved and more developed 
tool of production, is owned by the capi¬ 
talists and not by the workers. This 
ownership enables the capitslists to con¬ 
trol the product and keep the workers 
dependent upon them. 

Private ownership of the means of pro¬ 
duction and distribution is responsible 
for the ever-increasing uncertainty of 
livelihood and the poverty and misery of 
the workers, and it divides society into 
two hostile classes—the capitalists and 
wage-workers. The once powerful mid¬ 
dle class is rap.dly disappearing in the 
mill of competition. The struggle is now 
between tne capitalist class and the 
working class. The possession of the 
means of livelihood gives to the capital¬ 
ists the control of the government, the 
press, the pulpit and the schools, and en¬ 
ables them to reduce the working men 
,to a state of intellectual, physical and 
social inferiority, political snbaervience 
and virtual slavery. 

The economic Interests of the capitalist 
class dominate our entire social system; 
the lives of the working class are reck¬ 
lessly sacrificed for profit, wars are fo¬ 
mented between nations. Indiscriminate 
slaughter is encouraged and the destruc¬ 
tion of whole races is sanctioned in order 
that the capitalists may extend their 
commercial dominion abroad and en¬ 
hance their aupremcay at home. 

But the same economic causes which 
developed capitalism are leading to So¬ 
cialism, which will abolish both the capi¬ 
talist class and the class of wage work¬ 
ers. And the active force in bringing 
about this new and. higher order of so¬ 
ciety is the working class. All other 
classes, despite their apparent or actual 
conflicts, are alike interested in the up¬ 
holding of the system of private owner¬ 
ship of the Instruments of wealth produc¬ 
tion. The Democratic, Republican, the 
bourgeois public ownership parties, and 
all other parties which, do not stand for 
the complete overthrow of the caiptaliat 
system of production, are alike political 
representatives of the capitalist class. 


The workers cin most effectively act 
as a class in their struggle against the 
collective powers of capitalism, by con¬ 
stituting themselves into a political par¬ 
ty, distinct from and opposed to all par¬ 
ties formed by the propertied classes. 

While we declare that the development 
of economic conditions tends to the over¬ 
throw of the capitalist system, we recog¬ 
nize that the time and manner of the 
transition of Socialism also depend upon 
the stage of development reached by the 
proletariat We, therefore, consider it 
cf the utmost importance for the So¬ 
cialist party to support all active efforts 
of the working class to better its condi¬ 
tion and to 1 elect Socialists to political 
offices, in order to facilitate tbe attain- 
men of this end. 

As such means we adrocate: 

1. The collective ownership of all 
means of transportation and communi¬ 
cation and all other public utilities as 
well as of all industries controlled by 
monopolies, trusts aud combines. No 
part of the revenue therefrom to be 
used on tbe redaction of the taxes of 
the capitalist class, bat the entire rev¬ 
enue to be applied first, to the increase 
of wages and shortening of the hours 
of labor of the employees, and then to 
the improvement of the service and di¬ 
minishing the rates to tbe consumers. 

2. The progressive reduction of the 
hours of labor in proportion to the in¬ 
creasing facilities of production, to de¬ 
crease the share of the capitalist class 
and to increase the share of the workers 
ia the product of their labor. 

3. State or national insurance of work¬ 
ing people in case of accidents, lack of 
employment, sickness and want in old 
age, the revenue therefor to be derived 
from the governmnt. 

4. The inauguration of a system of 
public indastries for the employment of 
the unemployed, the public credit to be 
utiliaed for that purpose, in order thst 
the workers may receive the product of 
their toil. 

5. The education of all children np to 
the age of 18 years, and state and mu¬ 
nicipal aid for books, clothing and food. 

6 . Equal civil and political rights for 
men and women. 

7. The initiative and referendum, pro¬ 
portional representation and the right of 
recall of representative* by their constit¬ 
uents. 

But in making these demands as steps 
in the overthrow of capitalism and in the 
establishment of the co-operative com¬ 
monwealth, we warn the people against 
the public ownership demands made by 
apitalistic politics) parties, which always 
result in perpetuating ns capitalist sys¬ 
tem through the compromise or defect of 
the Socialist revolution.
